Wlien a journal that has. for years 
been identified with a combination, 
whose actions the ratepayers have em- 
phatically pronounced against, accuses 
Mayor Turner of cliqao government, 
it is high time to pause and consider 
the p.ccusation and investigate the cir- 
cumstances surrounding it. Wo aro 
told, hut we don't for a moment believe 
anv such fabrication, that "it is very 
generally considered throughout the 
cifcv that Mayor Turner has not con- 
formed to the recognized customs nor 
fulfilled the expectations of the rate- 
payers in the manner in which he has 
selected the Standing Committees." In 
explanation of this assertion our con- 
temporary in a most pitiful strain points 
out that Coun. Williams has not been 
appointed to the chairmanship of one 
of the Committees. But whose fault is 
that? Wo turn to the report of the 
Council proceedings published in the 
Standard of the 21st inst. and we Bud 
that Councillor Williams was appoint- 
ed Chairman of the Water Committee — 
a Committee that will have duties of 
great importance to perform during the 
present yoar. We also discover that he 
was nominated a private member of the 
Sanitary Committee, with Messrs. Mc- 
Lean and Mansell as colleagues. But 
after Mayor Turner had finished nam- 
ing the Committee, Councillor Willi- 
ams, whose ambition was not satisfied 
with the chairmanship of the Water 
Committee and a seat on the Sanitary 
Board, declared that he would rather 
not act. "He had already served for 
four years in the Council, and, as it 
was said new brooms sweep clean, he 
thought the new Councillors should be 
allowed full scope to show their ability." 
Having delivered himself of this with- 
ering sarcasm, Councillor Williams 
resumed his seat in his usual graceful 
manner and Councillor McLean was 
appointed in his stead as chairman of 
the Water Committee and the Sanitary 
Committee was permitted pro tem to 
consist of two members. Now, in face 
of these facts how can the organ of a 
defunct combination charge Mayor 
Turner with neglecting to offer 
its pet Councillor the chairman- 
ship of a Committee? Did 
Coun. Williams] supposo that he 
would be appointed chairman, or even 
a private member of the Finance Com- 
mittee with Messrs. Thomson, Kome 
and McLean in the field, or was he 
vain enough to imagine that he would 
be made chairman of the Street Com- 
mittee, a position ho has filled on 
former occasions in a manner anything 
but satisfactory to the ratepayers? The 
fact of the matter is Coun. Wil- 
liams was made too much of altogether, 
considering the circumstances under 
which he was elected, and as a corres- 
pondent remarked the other clay, now 
that he finds himself in the minority 
and unable to "run" *.he Council, he 
acts like a balky horse and is generally 
obstinate and stubborn. He claims 
that he has the confidence of a majority 
of the ratepayers of his Ward, but he 
should remember that, notwithstanding 
his electioneering efforts, he in reality 
defeated Coun. Thomson, who did not 
canvass his Ward at all, by only one 
vote. Therefore the less he talks 
about his majority the e better. It 
would have been no difficult matter, 
had a popular candidate canvassed the 
Ward in conjunction with Mr. Thom- 
son, tojjhave placed a quietus on Coun. 
Williams, who would then have shared 
the fato of- his colleagues. He may by 
a mere accident represent a bare ma- 
jority of Johnson Street Ward, but ho 
is far from representing f. majority of 
all the ratepayers. Wc have shown 
wherein the Standard has made state- 
ments on Coun. Williams' behalf which 
are not in accordance with facts, and 
we now challenge; our obscure contem- 
porary to prove its assertion that May- 
or Turner intends to govern the city 
by a clique, and neglected to appoint 
Coun. Williams to the chair of a 
committee. 



LEGISLATORS' PAY. 

Public feeling in the United States 
is rapidly growing hostile to the pay- 
ment of large indemnities to legislators 
of all classes. In many of the States a 
strong movement has taken place in 
the direction of reducing the indemni 
ties paid to members of the Legisla- 
tures. This movement is extended to 
the case of members of Congress. The 
long session of each Congress usually 
lasts about six months. Allowing six 
working days to the week, and sub- 
tracting a fortnight for the holidays, 
this gives about 140 days for the long 
session. The short session only lasts 
three months, and, subtracting tho 
holidays when the members aro at 
home, numbers but sixty-six working 
days. For each of these sessions the 
members of Congress draw §5,000 and 
mileage. For the long session this 
makes an average of moro than §35 
per day, and for the short session $76 
per day. Several leading members 
who participated in the well-known 
salary grab, by which the pay was rais- 
ed to §53 per day for the long, and 
$114 per day for the short session, and 
dated backwards as well as forwards, 
have been rejected by the people. In- 
dications are not wanting that with tho 
increased number of wealthy men in 
the Republic, the peoplo will demand 
that their representatives should draw 
only nominal indemnities for their ser- 



EXPORT OF CANADIAN POUL- 
TRY. 



A brisk export trade in poultry and 
their products is being entered upon 
by Canada shippers Although tho 
poultry trade is comparatively new in 
most parts of tho country, yet it is 



developing, and has during the past 
season been a source of considerable re- 
venue to many of tho farmers. The 
receipt for eggs and poultry shipped 
from Canada to the United States and 
Britain during the past year, according 
to tho Montreal Gazette, will not come 
far short of the receipts for Canadian 
horned cattle shipped to these countries 
last year. The peoplo of eastern On- 
tario seem to have gone into raising 
poultry more extensively than in airy- 
other part of the Dominion, and sev- 
eral "poultry fairs" were held last fall 
in various towns and villages, at which 
numerous American dealers attended, 
and tho prices received by the farmers 
for their geese and turkeys were much 
more satisfactory than the prices they 
have been lately getting for their cattle 
and hogs. At one fair, held at Smith's 
Fall, over fourteen tons of turkeys and 
seven and a half tons of geese were 
sold, although tho weather and roads 
w?ro both unfavourable for farmers 
coining anj distance. A number of 
shipments of Canadian poultry and 
e«gs have been made to Britain lately, 
and the results have been satisfactory 
to tho shippers. It is probable that 
this branch of our export trade will be 
increased many fold within a few more 
years.

The following report of tho committee 
of this worthy society was submitted at 
tho annual general meeting on Wednes- 
day, Jan. 22nd, 1870: 

During the past year the usefulness of 
tho society has been fully sustained, tho 
calls upon its funds having been frequent 
and pressing. Aid has been extended to 
thirty-four cases, in eleven of which three 
families and eight other persons have been 
assisted in reaching distant homes, and 
the socioty has good reason to beliovo 
that tho assistance rendered has alleviated 
much Buffering. On the other hand the 
contributions from the public to tho sup- 
port of the socioty have not been so gen- 
erous or extended as its objects should en- 
sure, and the committee trust that in this 
respect the year 1879 may show a consid- 
erable improvement. The need of a con- 
valesont house and infirmary is still be- 
ing constantly demonstrated by applica- 
tions to tho socioty for assistance from per- 
sons requiring help- on their discharge 
from tho public hospitals, and in cases of 
infirmity incapacitating from work of any 
kind. The society trusts that tho Pro- 
vincial Government will make a generous 
grant at the ensuing session of tho Legis- 
lature to onablo this object to be carried 
out. Tho object of providing for tho 
charge and apprenticing of orphan chil- 
dren, or children abandoned by their par- 
ents, was brought to the attention of the 
Provincial Government at the recommen- 
dation of this society last year. Tho mat- 
ter still rests in their hands and it is 
hoped that it will bo practically dealt 
with at tho approaching session of tho 
Legislature. Tho subscriptions for the 
year 1870 arc now duo and will bo gladly 
received by tho Treasurer.

Judoe Mackenzie on Criminals. — The 
following remarks made by Judge Mac- 
kenzie at Toronto recently may be appli- 
ed, we regret to state, to the city of Vic- 
toria. The learned judgo said: "One 
cause of tho state of things to which ho 
alluded has not received tho attention 
which it deserves, viz., tho congregating 
of young men in tho streets after night 
fall. For this parents are much to blame. 
It may be said that tho lads are beyond 
their parents' control. Very possibly they 
are, but they were allowed to spend their 
evenings in the streets at an early age. 
It is surprising how many seem to think 
there is nothing wrong in allowing their 
children to go on in this way. Many who 
call themselves respectable do this, and 
then wonder at the fatal consequences. 
As the boy has been trained so the man 
grows up. Some are glad to got their 
children out of doors that they may have 
quiet. The enjoyment of tho children is 
elsewhere, They get their food in their 
father's house and sloop there, but their 
lives and their hearts are in very different 
places. When the groups of worthless, 
half-drunken young blackguards are dis- 
persed by tho police, tho evil is in many 
cases beyond remedy. When children are 
out playing in tho streets till ten o'clock, 
as they often are, what can bo expected 
but tho record of our criminal courts] 
Judges, magistrates, ministers and Sun- 
day-school teachers can all do something 
to abate the evil. But parents aro speci- 
ally to blame, and with them tho reforma- 
tion must begin." 



Yield oe Precious Metals. — The yield 
of precious metals in tho United States 
for 1878, according to the statement of 
Wells, Fargo & Co , was— gold, £38,950, • 
231; silver, §38,740,391; total, §77,702, - 
022. This is a falling oil' of §17,027,132, 
as compared with .1877. California shews 
an increase of over §2,000,000 gold and 
decreasoof over §1,000,000, in which Ne- 
vada shows a falling ofl'of over §10,000,000 
in silver, most of which is in tho failure of the 
Comstock lode; Colorado shows a falling 
of §1,700,000.

P.-utis, Jan. li t. — Tho committee of 
the Chamber of Deputies on elementa- 
ry education have decided to report in 
favor of the secular system. 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 24. — Accord- 
ing to reliable information Shove Ali 
will not come to St. Petersburg, but 
remain at Tashkend. 

Vienna, Jan. 24. — The German and 
Austrian delegates agreed to propose 
to the International Sanitary Commis- 
sion, which meets to-day, the immediate 
adoption of tho following measures: — 
Dispatch doctors to the infected dis- 
tricts in Russia to study the character, 
progress and local extension of the 
plague; the complete prohibition of 
importation of all merchandise from 
tho infected region and certain articles 
coining from any portion of Russia; 
finally, quarantine for twenty days at 
eastern and southern frontier stations, 
upon all persons coining from the in- 
fected districts. The Austrian Govern- 
ment intends introducing a bill in the 
Reichstath for meeting tho expenses of 
precautionary measures against the 
plague. Tho Russian representatives 
are expected to-day to atteud the first 
meeting of the Sanitary Commission. 

Paris, Jan. 24. — The manager of 
the Lanterne newspaper, has been 
sentenced to three months' imprison- 
ment and to pay 2000 francs for libel- 
ling government officials. ( 

Vienna, Jan. 25. — At the confer- 
ence of the International Sanitary 
Commission to-day, at which Germany, 
Austria and J I ungary were represent- 
ed, the measures to prevent the plague 
proposed by German and Austrian de- 
legates were in substance adopted ; re- 
gulations relative to imports from Rus- 
sia are slightly less stringent than the 
programme reported provides, but the 
Commission resolved in the event of 
a spread of the epidemic to entirely 
close tho frontier.

London, Jan. 25. — The Times says 
Germany sold and Russia bought one 
hundred thousand pounds of silver yes- 
terday at 51 pence per ounce.

Silver quoted yesterday at 50| 
pence per ounce. 

London, Jan. 25.- — Weather in 
Great Britain continues severe and the 
number of distressed poor greatly in- 
creases. 

London, Jan. 25. — In Paris, traffic 
is almost suspended by snow, in Brit- 
tany and other provinces telegraphic 
and railway communications are inter- 
rupted. Light ships arc abandoning 
their stations on account of ice. Nav- 
igation of the Scheldt is declared danger- 
ous and pilots aro only granted if mas- 
ters of vessels will assume all responsi- 
bility. 

London, Jan. 25. — Russian and 
German medical journals state that 
Eastern Europe is in a state of great 
alarm at tho rapid progress of the 
plague towards north and east of Russia 
from the Caspian Sea along the course 
of the Volga. 

One difficulty in preventing the 
spread of the plague is the want of 
physicians. About one third of tho 
Russian doctors died either during the 
war or from typhoid fever which fol- 
lowed it, and large numbers of young 
students have been summoned from 
the hospitals and medical schools to 
take their places. One medical journ- 
al insists on the importance in the interest 
of all Europe of providing Russia with 
doctors and helping her to keep down 
the plague

I Among the passengers on the steam- 
i or St. Paul, eleven days from Ounalas- 
ka, were a .number of gentlemen who 
' have spent some years in the solitary 
j islands adjacent to Alaska, where the 
great seal fisheries are carried on by 
the Alaska Commercial Company, and 
faoin whom home interesting facts wore 
learned. The Islands ore largely po- 
i pulated by natives, who live in n pri- 
mitive style of hut called harabaka. 
• These natives aro as dark as gypsies, 
where their blood is pure, and have 
faces of the usual Esquimaux type. 
They drink a liquor made from brown 
sugar and an infusion of herbs, which 
is more overpowering in its effects than 
the most villainous; whisky, and arc, 
moreover, much addicted to gambling 
when they have the wherewithal to 
stake. The native tongue is a corrup- 
tion of Russian, but the majority have 
learned to speak very fair English from 
the intercourse with the employees of 
the seal company. They are devout 
worshippers in the Greek Church, and 
the restraining influence of church and 
priest is of incalculable value. The 
temperature of the islands is quite 
cold, but without the sudden variation 
which occur in the New England 
States. The summer season is extreme- 
ly short, and the only vegetable that 
can be raised throughout the islands is 
the radish, which can neither be fricas- 
seed, boiled or stewed for a change, 
but must be eaten in the simple; old- 
fashioned way, however greatly tempt- 
ed the cultivators may be to present 
some variety in the way of serving 
their one fresh vegetable. Potatoes, 
onions and cabbages are carried up 
from San Francisco, and the company 
transport every variety of canned and 
dried fruit and vegetable; but fresh 
fruit and the choicer vegetables, as 
green peas, string beans, green corn 
and nsparagus, aro not tasted from one 
year's end to the other, save in their 
poc ly canned substitutes, a depriva- 
tion that must be particularly severe 
on Californians. St. Paul's Island, one 
of the principal seal fisheries, is a hilly 
strip of land about twelve -miles long 
with a beautiful harbor. There are 
about GOO houses here built by the 
company for the natives in their em- 
ploy, and the company's house a frame 
building of plain exterior, containing 
ten or twelve rooms and a nice library 
and piano, much appreciated by the 
exiles and visitors to this lonely land. 
Mails are received only about twice a 
year, but the time is passed pleasantly I 
and happily, far away as the inhabi- 
tants are from politics and fashion and 
Congress and yellow fever. Chickens, i 
hogs and cattle are raised by the com- | 
pany, but the most stylish equipage on 
the island is an express cart, drawn by 
a mule — none the less appreciated, 
however. The natives here earn good 
wages, sometimes making from $100 to 
§150 a mouth during the four working 
months in the year. Having their 
rent free, burning coal supplied by the 
company, and blubber for lights, and 
.subsisting chiefly on sea meat, they 
may be considered very prosperous. 
They spend a great deal of money in 
clothes, usually preferring bright col- 
ors, but will throw a sack of blubber 
just as readily across their shoulders 
when clad in a gay, new suit as if in 
their working clothes. Tho children 
are educated at a school provided by 
the company, but aro anything but apt 
scholars, extremely filthy in their hab- 
its, and difficult to manage. There is 
a pretty little Greek church in the set- 
tlement, and adjoining it a small grave- 
yard, with many graves — a simple 
wooden cross marking these last abid- 
ing places. Here lies buried a young 
fellow belonging to the signal service 
detachment, who died of exhaustion a 
short timo after he arrived at the sta- 
tion. The cold during the winter is 
very intense, but so subtle that the 
victim is scarcely aware of its rigor be- 
fore lie is overpowered. During the 
summer months about one hundred 
varieties of flowers — many very beau- 
tiful — bloom on the hillsides. Tho 
season is so short that they spring from 
the frozen ground, bud, blossom and 
mature in an incredibly short timo. 
Beautiful sea mosses are also washed 
ashore.

for economy combined with excellence 
should purchase. They pass along, this 
little army of pinched, hungry 1 men-, 
and disappear in the haze of the street. 
It seems a sad waste of humanity, not 
to say a fearful degradation, to ticket 
it with advertisements ami march it 
through the wind and rain, and snow 
and fog: but bread is a scarce' article 
in many a Lendon garret, though it is 
one of the cheap commodities of the 
day, thanks to the wheat our ships are 
bringing us from over tho sea. They 
have gone, these ragged heralds of the j 
theatre and the store. Omnibus and j 
wagon thunder by in their wake, each 
parrying their advertising legends, for j 
we turn everything into u medium of 
commercial announcements nowadays, j 
Brougham and hansom dash along, j 
dodging in and out of the heavier con- I 
vcyances. Now and then a police- i 
man stands in the way, and with up- j 
lifted finger bids the sea of traffic stand 
still that the children of the great city 
may pass ovor uninjured. There is a [ 
momentary consolation for the pedes- 
trian and the poor toscc how haughtily 
the London officer raises his hand [ 
against the ducal coach ami the lordly 
flunky. It would be as much as his 
coronet is worth for his Grace 
down that London policeman, 
spen the blue-coated guard iai 
streets seize a pair of blood horses be- 
fore now and force them back upon 
their haunches, when some pompous 
coachman has hesitated to acknowledge 
the authoritative linger. The other 
day my lord Tomnoddy was lined .£5 
because Ins driver resisted a street of- 
ficer; and not long since a coachman 
dragged from his seat and Hung into 
tho gutter, appealed in vain against 
the policeman's rough treatment. These 
incidents are few and far between. 
The malcontents are generally country- 
men who are new to town; for, as a 
rule, everybody is anxious to assist 
the Police in their administration of 
traffic in the streets. While we were 
crossing the Reel Sea — I mean the 
London street — there dash along the 
sidewalk the oral chroniclers of the 
hour, a small brigade of newsboys, 
"Great victory for the Government," 
cries one; "News from the IChyber 
Pass," "Globe, Standard, Helm," .shout.-, 
another, leaping on the steps of a pass- 
ing omnibus. "The Russians at Cabul," 
cries a third, "Parliament this day ! " 
"Battle in China, the Gooch Case," 
shouts a fourth, varying his cry with 
" 'ore y'ar Sir, evening papah, Sir?" 
The snow by this time has deadened 
the rattle of wheels, and calling a han- 
som cab, we howl away from the bustle 
of the street to the quiet atmosphere of 
the club. 

Tho Bog 1 Drama. 

Considerable excitement <vas aroused 
at a performance last Sunday evening 
in the Grand Opera House, Milwaukee, 
by the extraordinary behavior of one 
of the principal members of the com- 
pany. The piece was Lena Tetten- 
born's sensational drama, "Tina, the 
Milk Vender," which has been ren- 
dered with some success in English. 
This time it was given in its original 
German. In tho principal scent! a 
largo clog is introduced, hauling the 
milk wagon of "Hartina," tho heroine 
of the play. This dog understands 
English thoroughly,, but having had on- 
ly the advantage of a single rehearsal 
in German he became somewhat mixed 
in his business — not understanding the 
language and of course mistaking his 
cue. When the comedian comes on 
and says: "Hartina, are you here?" it 
is his dog's cue to stand still until Har- 
tina and her lover embrace and then 
sing a duet, Then ho follows Hartina 
around the stage with the milk cart, 
and so on. On this occasion, when 
the words, "Hartina, List tu hier?" 
were uttered, the dog made a jump for 
the comedian, who took fright and ran 
off the stage. Hartina screamed and 
took refuge among the opposite wings. 
Tho dog presently reappeared, and, 
spying the prompter seated in his half 
moon in front of tho foot-lights, ho 
made a plunge for him. The prompter 
dropped his book and dived through 
the trapdoor. The dog, now thorough- 
ly aroused, went after him, followed by 
the milk wagon and what was left of 
the cans. Amid the yells of the au- 
dience an effort was made to rescue the 
unhappy and affrighted prompter. 
Seizing the tailboard of the cart, some 
of tho people on the stage gave a strong 
pull, and a pull altogether, when up 
came tho wagon and then the dog, and 
finally the prompter, the latter in a 
helpless condition, with the fangs of 
tho infuriated animal firmly fastened 
to that part of his garment which was 
tho last to disappear from sight, A 
muzzle was procured, and the dog was 
led from the stage yelping at the 
prompter and looking daggers in the 
direction of the comedian. Order was 
eventually restored and the piece pro- 
ceeded. 



Sonatora Elected. 



Senator Conkling is re-elected with- 
out opposition in his party, a result 
which the country fully expected. After 
an unusually exciting contest .Gen. 
Logan has won the Illinois senator- 
ship, his skill as a politician giving him 
a triumph over Oglesby, the present 
senator. Gen. Shiels returns to thoSen- 
ate, this time from Missouri. He was 
senator from Illinois from 1849 to 
1855, and from Minnesota from 1S58 
to I860. As he is now only sixty-eight 
years of age ho may yet have a sena- 
torial career from other states. The 
term for which he is now elected lasts 
only till March, and he will take his 
seat immediately. For the full term 
Missouri elects Col. Vest, who is quite 
unknown except that he was a confed- 
erate officer of no great distinction. 
He will take tho place of Coekrell. 
Cameron's election in Pennsylvania is 
taken as a thing of course. Nevada 
re-elected John P. Jones some days 
ago. In Indiana Voorhees is elected. 
The Nationals hold the balance of 
[lower in the legislature, and it 
was anticipated that Voorheos might 
find difficulty in obtaining their 
support. But it is probable that since 
the success of resumption they can see 
their occupation gone as a party, and 
therefore are disposed to give up or- 
ganized efforts on a separate basis. In 
Wisconsin there is a lively contest be- 
tween rival candidate:;, Carpenter show- 
ing more strength than was at first 
conceded to him. After March 4th 
tho Senate will contain 33 Repub- 
licans, 12 Democrats and 1 Independ- 
ent.
